ARMISTICE PROPOSED, 


Ambassadors of Powers Hold a 


Prolonged Conference. 


of th« .Diplomatic Corp* 
» Coll<^lrre Memorandum

Constantinople. May 13. — The am- 
xassaciors of the powers had a pro- 
ocged conlerence ai the close of which 
they presented to the Turkish govern- 
ment a- collective 
memorandum pro-' 


posing an armistice "between Turkey 
and (Greece oa the basis of the negotia- 
tionsior peace now in progress through 
the powers. 


The memorandum, which, was pra- 


senied to Ahmed Tewfik PUsha, the 
Turkish minister of foreign affairs, by 
.e dean of the diplomatic corps, Baron 


de Calice, the Austro-Hungarian am- 
bassador, enumerates the conditions 
which have been accepted by Greece 
and tegs the porte to issue necessary 
orders to arrest the progress of the 
Turkish troops. 


No X«w» of Fighting. 


Athens, May 13.—The fact that there 


is no news of renewed fighting must 
be regarded as good news, but an un- 
easy feeling exists here. The Turks 
are trying to outflank th« Greek posi- 
tion at Domokos and the delay in the 
porte's reply is also interpreted to 
mean that Turkey does not intend to 
cease hostilities. Telegrams from the 
front report that both armies are con- 
centrating in anticipation of art en- 
gagement 


Tnrkejr Will Accede. 


London, May 13.—Turkey will cer- 


tainly accede to the request for an ar- 
mistice and will place herself in the 
buxnds of the 
powers. The 
general 


conditions of indemnity of which Tur- 
key insists have been already acqui- 
esced in by the powers. It is probable 
that the powers will land additional 
troops in Crete. 


Troopi May I«m« Crete. 


Athens, May 13.—It is officially an- 


nounced that the powers have notified 
the Greek government that the Greek 
troops may leave the island of Crete 
and that the admirals of the interna- 
tional fleet will release the steamers 
which have been seized during the 
blockade.

Plata trust to shut dow» its works un- 
less* the govsrazueat shall come u> its 
terms promises to be productive of good 
in several ways, says the New York 
Journal. The trust refuses to make ar- 
mor plate at the maximum price jlxed 
by congress, $300 a ton, at which a 
large profit can be earned. Its demand 
for armoring the Illinois, Alabsuna and 
Wisconsin, now under construction, if 
granted, -would put about $2,000,000 
more into tne trust's pocket than the 
congressional trn>TiWTITrl would yield. 
Tha Carnegie eorabice has, it is.affirra- 
ed, supplied foreign governments with' 
armor at |150 a ton. It has drawn im- 
mense sums from the United States 
treasury for its products, including 
plates honeycombed with blowholes, 
the location-of which is known to the 
European powers with whose navies it 
is always possible we may have fighting 
to do. 


The trust is standing off, and by its 


threat of closing the mills in efleen asks 
the government, What are you going t<j 
do about it? 


The answer of Secretary of the Jfavy 


Long is the recommendation to congress 
that it raise the maximum to-$400 a 
ton. He argues that the cost of keeping 
the unfinished warships in the stocks 
would amount to more than the cost of 
surrendering to the trust 
Senator 


Chandler of Kew Hampshire, -former 
secretary of the navy, displays a differ- 
ent spirit. It is announced from -Wash- 
ington that he'mil introduce a bill pro- 
viding that the. government shall im- 
mediately take possession of the Carne- 
gie and Bethlehem steel plants, run 
them until enough armor for the three 
incomplete battleships is supplied and 
then turn the works back to their rapa- 
cious owners, leaving the trust to go 
into the court of claims for its damages. 


It,is mortifying that the government 


of die United States should be made 
wholly dependant upon a manufactur- 
ing monopoly for armor for its warships 
—a, monopoly which has derived from 
that government; the wealth which gives 
it the courage to be insolent It would 
serve the trust right, of course, were 
Senator Chandler's bill to become a. 
law; it would serve the trust right were 
its works to be confiscated without com- 
pensation. Were war threatened and the 
unfinished ships needed for national de- 
fense and the companies maintained 
: their present attitude, it would serve 
the managers of the trust right should 
they be dealt with as traitors.: 


But .business is business, after all. 


The government having created a mo- 
nopoly, it is not surprising that the 
EaeBopoly should act after its kind- 
Were there extreme need for the imme- 
diate armoring of the Illinois, Alabama 
and Wisconsin, all other considerations 
would give way to national need and 
the;, seizure of the works be politic as 
•well as;, just. However, desirable as it 
is to strengthen our navy -without need- 
less delay, there is no urgent necessity 
for the bold coarse proposed by Senator 
Chandler. 


The lesson of the situation is that the 


government should cease as soon as 
practicable to be dependent upon pri- 
vate; persons for armor. The govern- 
ment should build and armor all its 
own ships. It is rich enough to do it. 
and there is no good reason why is 
should not. However impudent and 
greedy the Carnegie trust may be, it ap- 
pears to us that it keeps within its le- 
gal rights when it agrees to supply «r- 
raor or refuses to snpply armor at its 
pleasure if it 
M^ ^J" no contrary 


contract. 


The trusts which control the necessa- 


ries and comforts of life continually 
and on system hold .up the people as the 
Carnegie trust is now holding up the 
government The-experience will do the 
government no harm, and it ia gratify- 
ing to reflect that in the end it will do 
the trusts no good. Every exposure of 
their methods hastens the day of their 
suppression.

Delaware was the first state admitted 


to the Union and is tho one to which 
Randolph of Roauokc referred con- 
temptuously as having two counties at 
high tide and three at low tide. It is 
still governed by antiquated colonial 
machinery. The senate of its legislature 
consists of nines members only. Dela- 
ware is one of the states which has no 
lieutenant -governor, and therefore from 
out o? these nine members one is chosen 
as presiding officer, and the other eight 
are the lawniaking body. The state is 
divided into three counties — Newcastle, 
which includes the city of Wilmington; 
Kent, which includes the capital city of 
Dover, and Sussex, the rustic south- 
ern county. 
: Kew Castle has several thousand more 
voters than Kent and Susses combined, 
but the basis of representation in the 
Dover senate is the same for all three — 
three members from each county, and 
on any public question, therefore, in the 
senate, a minority of the people can by 
a two-thirds majority ontvote the ma- 
jority. The city of "Wilmington casts 
about one-third of the total vote of tho 
state, but it has only one representative 
ia the senate. The house of representa- 
tives consists of 21 members chosen 
without reference to popnliftiou, 7 
from each county. — San Francisco Ar- 
gonaut.

parts of the great waste. There are 
mmerous lakes, large and small, 
some of great depth. Most of these 
irejfs of open water are dotted with 
slands, and in many places fallen 
cypress trees and great black stumps 
make resting places for enormous 
turtles, snakes and other reptiles in 
summer, while in winter the rac- 
coon, otter, mink and muskrat perch 
upon them to sun themselves in tho 
daytime, and at night they use the 
ogs when in pursuit of prey. 


All throughout the sunk lariti 


districts are islands from a half to 
20 acres in dimensions. 
The larger 


ones contain oak, hickory and small- 
er growths of underbrush, but mos: 
of them are covered with small 
cane, on which deer that find their 
way into the solitudes feed and fat- 
ten. 


One of the most remarkable of 


these islands is known as Bone ii, 
land and covers an area of about six 
acres. This island is a rendezvous 
for professional hunter?, and it is 
rarely that tho buzzards are not 
seen soaring above. It is a desolate, 
forbidding place rind gets its name 
from the fact that it is literally cov- 
ered with bones of animals and 
birds, from the horse down through 
natural history to the bones of j 
ducks and geese Of the latter great 
heaps can be seen at different places. 
"These Weaching bones tell ot mer- 
ciless slaughter of wild game for 
their pelts and leathers. 


It beems strange that raeii should 


destroy thousands of ducks and 
geese just for their plumage and 
quills. Every year when the weath- 
er is too warm to ship gaa;e three 
men, who make Bone island their 
place of abode, kill ducks and geese, 
strip them of their feathers and 
throw the carcasses in heaps for the 
buzzards to live upon. 


The beautiful wood duok, which 


rears its young in the great swamp 
district, is the first bird to be slaugh- 
tered. The feather hunters begin in 
August to destroy these bircls and 
never s^top until thpy msue m the 
spring.

The notable disasters of tbe year oc- 


curred at Atlantic1 City aad Logan, la. 
Seven passengers lost their lives in the 
accident oil a small road in Arcata, 
Cat, last September. In October 7 were 
killed in a collision at Windsor Springs, 
Mo. Altogether 12S passengers were re- 
ported killed during 1896, which is 9t> 
more than those killed the year previ- 
ous. The whole number killed, includ- 
ing passengers, employees and others, is 
540. 
.Total number killed during 1895 


was 416. Total number injured last 
year was 1,297; tho year previous^ 
1,535. By far the greater proportion of 
all accidents reported during the last £4 
years have been derailments. 


These have been fewer, however, dur- 


ing the last year than in ISflo, when 
810 were reported. Two years before 
that (in 1893) 1,313 occurred, which 
was the largest number reported daring 
a single year. 
Broken and loose or 


spread rails have been the chief causes 
of accidents occurring tho last 24 years 
attributed to defects iu road. 


The American system of collecting 


statistical information respecting rail- 
way accidents is so incomplete as to 
render untrustworthy much available 
information. Many minor casualties oc- 
curring in remote territories, it is prob- 
able, are never reported at- all, and the 
conclusions arrived at by coroners' 
juries aro regarded with suspicion by 
those desiring impartial testimony con- 
cerning a subject of general interest and 
farreaching importance. Although rail- 
road commissions of various states sup- 
ply additional data, such bodies aro 
generally composed of politicians, most 
of whom are not qualified to deal with 
the technical aspects of the subjects 
considered, even if they were without 
bias in the matter. For these reasons it 
is impossible to trace the origin iu 
many important though frequently 
recurring accidents with scientific ex- 
actness, but tho advantages of having 
good railway material obtainable, at 
reasonable rates will be obvious to any

market. The feathers are sold in 
bulk, ucsorteil, and have to be sep- 
arated by special machines. The on- 
lv goose "down imported comes from 
China. It is white, but not so fluffy 
as tho American, and consequently 
used only for cheaper tilling. 


"Duck down is imported almost 


exclusively from China in feathers. 
There are about three grades. The 
best or pure down sells for $1.25 
and is used in making a fair quality 
of quilts, linings, pillows, etc. The 
other two grades, bringing $1 and 
73 cents a pound, are made by leav- 
ing a certain per cent of feathers iu 
the down. These feathers, as im- 
ported from China, are exceedingly 
dirty, and the cleaning and separat- 
ing,' which are done, by machinery, 
are very expensive. Tbe yield of 
down is"about. 10 or 12 per cent; of 
dirt, 30 to -10 per cent; the rest is 
feathers. These feathers are a little 
better, when thoroughly steamed 
and cleaned, than our native chick- 
on feathers, which, as all house- 
keepers should know, are the cheap- 
est feathers. 


"This Chinese down is from the 


ducks which the Chinese consume 
in great quantities. As rice is their 
chief breadstuff, ducks are their 
chief meat. One duck will furnish a 
meal for 20 Chinamen. The fowl is 
boiled until the flesh drops from the 
bones. It is then hashed very fine, 
and "with its gravy used to season 
boiled rice enough for about 20 mou. 
Of course a number of these ducks 
are reared and consumed in China, 
and as the Chinaman makes no par- 
ticular use of the feathers these are 
shipped to this country and Europe.

To-day in the 


Death of Rev. John Bates.

Tiie venerable Bev. Joan Bates 


Grace church's grand old man an 
pioneer minister of the Central Oh! 
Methodist Conference, died to-day a 
his quiet home, 221 west Kibb 
street. His last illness was a Ion 
one, but the sufferings were born 
with true Christian resignation an 
patience and the end came peaceful 
ly, tbe mortal Father Bates passe 
into the eternal sleep as naturally i 
death as in life and the spirit of 
noble man was carried into the un 
known world beyond—a 
peacefu 


death nobly met by tbe beloved ol 
minister, whose life was willing! 
devoted to the spiritual welfare 
mankind, and not without succes 
and reward. Death occurred 
a 


7:15 o'clock this-morning. The de 
ceased's illness dates backtoatim 
about nine years ago, when he was 
sftlcken in the midst of his labor 
and was compelled to retire from tb 
ministrv. Bis illness resulted from 
diabetes, and though his life was pro 
longed by careful medical attention 
the disease bad undermined bis 
health and he was never again thor 
ougUy strong and healthful. 
Las 


October he became seriously ill, am 
for the past month he has been can 
fined to his home and bed con 
stantly. 


Rev. Bates was the son of John 


and Mary Bates, two early settlers in 
Hamilton county. His father was a 
native of Ireland, born and educated in 
Dublin. Bev. Bates was born a 
Cincinnati, November 9th, 1827 
therefore he was over 69 years of age 
While he was yet quite young his 
parents temoved to Richmond, Ind. 
and after remaining there a short 
time they again removed, going into 
the forest lands of Darke county 
Ohio. When the subject of thli 
sketch was 13 years of age bis father 
was killed by a falling tree and he 
was left to help support his widowed 
mother. The story of Mr. Bates 
conversion to the Methodist religion 
is < rather an odd one 
and was 


often told by him during the latter 
years of his life. He was but 14 years 
of age, and b*ing a great hunter had 
wandered through the forests over 
into Indiana with a companion named 
Brown. They stumbled upon an old 
fashioned Methodist camp meeting 
and slept at night in one of the cov- 
ered wagons. They attended the 
services, the young hunter was con- 
verted and the remainder of bis life 
was devoted to the cause of Christi- 
anity. Soon after this he went to 
the Ohio Wealyan University at Del- 
aware, Ohio, and at the age of 
seventeen years he received a license 
as 
an 
exhorter. 
He 
worked 


at the trade of 
carpenter for 


a few years and filled different ap- 
pointments on Sundays and during 
protracted services. 


In 1852, on August 3rd, Rev. Bates 


and Miss Mary Law were wedded at 
Galena, O. In i860 they removed to 
BeUefcntaine, O., and there Bev. 
Bates entered the ministry in the 
Central Ohio conference. The last 
station he filled was at Napoleon, o., 
where be became ill nine years 
ago and was compelled to, retire 
Irom active service. They removed to 
ibis city and have slnca remained. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bates became members 
of Grace M. E. Church, and while 
his health permitted, Mr. Bates fre- 
quently conducted' services there. 
le was an able lecturer and delivered 
some interesting discourses at Grace 
church. Rev. Bates also possessed 
rare talent for painting. This gift 
he cultivated himself and his paint- 
ngs were both original and excellent. 
He painted hundreds of pictures aft- 
er his health became too broken to 
permit him to labor in the pulpit, 
ind there are but few members of 
Grace cssreb. who have not a hand- 
some painting as a memento • and 
pcclmen of his skill. 
The deceased Is survived by his 


wife and one son, Dr. Fred L. Bates, 
who has been a prominent member of 
.he local medical profession for sev- 
eral years. Mr. and Mrs. Bates had 
one other child, an only daughter, 
who died at Bryan, O., 29 years ago. 
Two brothers and two sisters also 
urvive Rev. Bates. 
One of his 


brothers is now a minister in Illinois, 
acd one sister, Mr-. Perkins, of Ar- 
canum, O., was at his bedside when 
leath parted them.
